He recalled 
that the. board had sold 18S ships in 
accord with its policy to dispose of 
the fleet to American citizens for 
operation under the American flag 
and that ,18 former German cargo 
vessels were included in this num- 
ber. 
The price received was ?93,-- 


545,947. 


Chairman Payne said1 if the con- 


gress desired to change this policy 
to public ownership of ships 
the 


passenger liners should not be sold 
and congress should direct the board 
to spend the 575,000,000 estimated 
as necessary to convert them from 
troop to passenger vessels. 


"It should 'be understood" he said 


"that the ships whether owned by 
the government or by private capi- 
tal must in either case be operated 
by the shipping companies 
which 


are bidding for the ships. The gov- 
ernment has no adequate organize 
tion for the 
direct 
operation of 


ships, 


"If the government continues to 


be the owner it -must pay the oper- 
ators a fixed fee and a commission 
upon receipts and take 
whatever 


profit remains or if no profit 
re- 


mains must bear all the losses," 


The chairman said that in accord 


with the joint resolution of congress 
under the ships were taken over- a 
naval board had appraised the craft 
and that the prices 
at which the 


board could sell r.ow were' substan-

They do not belong to a fanner organiza- 
tion. They rote with their masters and for their oppressors. 
We will find them voting for a man for governor who has made 
a fortune out of the gift of nature belonging' <to the people—the 
water power. We find them voting for the "business-man" for 


v governor, who has made a fortune out of lolb from rthe people 


on his refrigerating car line. Like the ox trained for heavy 
labor they accept -willingly the yoke as *heir badge of servitude. 
And yet we pity them for they; know not what they do. They 
are millions and have supreme power but they are meek and 
lowly and fail to use their power. 


If once aroused God's Patient Poor are dangerous. They 


Strike -Windiy but powerfully. France had them aroused in the 
revolution; Russia has them now. England 'had them in the 
American r^x>lution. They feel their power bmt seldom, yet 
they are prodigal of it when they insurge. 


In this land of liberty these patient -poor toil and sleep the 


sleep of the weary. They do not think of a purpose. Here they 
need no -bloody sacrifices to unfetter -their lives. 
The ballot 


would make them free. The danger is that failing1'to use it in- 
telligently they distrust it. Finally tiring of their hard lot they 
may strike out to hurt. Some day one more outrage on itheir 
slow waking conscience may cause rebellion against their lot— 
perhaps crime. 


We wonder often at their patience, and when the break 


jri<vv- come. If there was ever a time when patience ceased to 
be a virtue it is nov.-. We have seen men gambling away the 
lives of our sold-iersi in France; we have seen the profiteer steal 
the substances of the pi/or -while he piled up his useless millions; 
•we have seen the poor denied the right to speak their thoughts 
and scoundrels go umvhipped of justice because none dare com- 
plain; we -have seen the coal barons in two short years wring 
from the public mere then the price of all their mines in addi- 
tion to ia fair profit, and yet Ihe poor went chill to bed. We 
have seen that 250,000 babes have died in one year -largely for 
lack of nourishing food, and yet food hofrs hoH in storage the 
•food of the nation to force an extortionate price or ship-it abroad 
to create an artificial scarcity- 


But the poor are patient—worse, they are silent and sullen. 
We think of these poor when ive read of our sugar being sold 


abroad at S lo 9 cents per pound, and at 25 cents per pound at 
home. And we wonder do they think these poor; and if .they 
do what do they think? 


We think of these poor Svhen we read that Congressman 


Tinkham of Massachusetts said on the floor of the house the 
other day: 


The present administration and its agents have 


contributed most materially to the increased cost of 
living and in some cases have protected rather than 
prosecuted the profiteers. 


T-he gross mismanagement of the sugar problem 


alone has led to an increase in the cost of living to the 
American people for the ensuing year of between 
$700,000,000 and 5900,000,000 and has been accompan- 
ied by the most atrocious and most shameless profiteer- 
ing known in this era of extortionate oppression. 


Most of this_increase in the price of this necessity 


and resulting increase in cost of living to the American • 
people is chargeable Entirely to the president of the 
United States and to his agent, the attorney general. 
This attorney general of whom Mr. Tinkham speaks, is the 


man who prepared the way for this "most shameless profiteer- 
ing known in this era of extortionate oppression" by a great hue 
and cry against some poor deluded "reds"; who asks for a 
shameless, ruthless suppression of meetings and speaking by 
the masses of men; who makes a campaign of terrorization 


,. against workmen on strike at the mines and Ihe steel mills'. 


And the poor have submitted vokeless and suHen! Sugar 


25 cents a pound here but shipped abroad for 8 to 10, and this 
man Palmer fighting, what? Fighting any expression of the 
poor; fighting to gag them, and put blinkers on them. And 
with the aid of federal courts he wins. The "most atrocious 
and most shameless profiteering known in this era of extortion- 
ate oppression" is perpretrated on the poor, and the poor still 
bend their necks to the yoke and sweat and grout in dull de- 
spair.
